France Wants Russia, Germany 
Wants 


France, But Dewey Has No 


Denial for Austria, 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 5—M. Delcasse, 


the French minister of foreign affairs, 
arrived here yesterday from Paris. He 
was received by Count Muravieff, with 
whom he will dine tomorrow. The 
Comte de Montebello, French ambas- 
sador to Russia, will return the honor 
on Sunday. M. Delcasse will remain in 
St. Peterburg five days. 


Newcpaper Cola Water 


Most of the newspapers here cordially 


welcome M. Delcasse. 
The Novoe 


Vremya, however, throws cold water 
on the importance the French papers 
seek to attribute to the visit. It says: 
"While, since the advent of the Wal- 
deck-Rosseau ministry, a great deal 
has happened rendering explanations 
desirable, the significance of the visit 
is wholly of a one-sided character and 
to Russia would have made no serious 
difference if M. Delcasse had delayed 
his return visit and remained at his 
post, where he might be better employ- 
ed in explaining to 'his colleagues, the 
conduct which a French-Russian al- 
liance demands on the part of France. 


The Novoe Vremya's ill humor is 


traceable to the supposed signs of 
Franco-German rapprocbment. 
Since 


it was first suggested, the paper has 
published a series of articles warning 
and threatening France." 


De Blowitz Remarkable Story. 


London, Aug. 5.—M. De Blowitz. the 


[Paris correspondent of The Times, 
gives an extraordinary explanation of 
M. Delcasse's present mission to St. 
Petersburg. He asserts that it was de- 
yCided upon quite suddenly for "a reason 
'which admitted of no delay," and then 
gives this story: "Emperor Nicholas is 
disappointed and tired of the throne. 
The absence of an heir excites his super- 
ptitious feelings; and he connects himself 
with a Russian legend, according to 
which an heir'lesg czar tstabesuceeetfSt™ 
by a Czar Michael, predestlaed' to occupy 
Constantinople. The 
death 
of the 


czarewitch a,nd the failure of the con- 
ference at The Hague led him to decide 
to abdicate on the occasion of his com- 
ing visit to Darmstadt, On thie becom- 
Jng known in Paris, M. Delcasse was sent 
Jn hot haste to dissuade him from carry- 
ing out this Intention." 


Purpose of Ilia Visit 


London, Aug. 5—Whatever fanciful 


reasons may be offered for the visit of 
the French minister of foreign affairs, 
M. Delcasse, to St. Petersburg, it is 
safe to assume it has reference to the 
present unsettled condition of European 
politics. The appearance of the United 
States as a world power is primarily 
responsible for this disturbance, and the 
repeated signs of latent friction between 
Germany and the United States, the lat- 
est being the Admiral Dewey alleged 
warlike statements, which give1 Euro- 
pean statesmen cause for uneasiness 
and are regarded as the motive of Em- 
peror "William's overtures for ' a rap- 
prochment with France. 


The latter is still smarting under the 


humiliation of the Fashoda affair and is 
inclined to meet Emperor "William if 
once convinced the Russian alliance has 
no real value. The primary oblpct of 
M. Delcassse, therefore, is to get pi'blic 
evidence that the allHnc-e ho!Js good 
by persuading the t-zar to \ hit th<* Paris 
exhibition of 1900. an 3 also by personal 
contact with the Russian court and 
statesmen to ascertain to what extent 
the alliance may be relied on.

His 
family did not .report the matter to the 
police for fear of further violence. ME. 
Mellen rode on a Big Consolidated car 
Wednesday to a sign painting shop. He 
was folio-wed into the shop by a boy, who 
told two men within that lie had ridden 
on a "scab car." The men seized' Mr. 
Mellen and threw him out of the door. 
He fell on the sidewalk, and the two men 
p.nd the boy, reinforced by two other 
men, kicked him forutally. Mr. Mellen 
is one of the most prominent citizens of 
Cleveland and has been for years a 
jleader of national fame in. church and 
pharitablevork. 


Drunken Soldiers' Doings. 


Atlanta, Aug. 5.—A riot between the 


regular and volunteer forces stationed 
at Fort McPherson yesterday resulted 
in the wounding of eight soldiers. 
The 


recruits of the Twenty-ninth volunteers 
had just received their pay, and, com- 
ing into town, spent most 
of It for 


liquor. 
On returning to the fort, some 


of the voluafcsers engaged in a contro- 
versy with the regulars, and they be- 
gan io fight with bayonets and revolvers.

JIMENEZ SAYS "HOLD" 


TO PREVENT BLOODSHED 


Believe* Present Santo Domingo GOT- 


eminent will Tumble In a Few 
Dnyit Wbeu HI* Turn -will Have 


Coiue. Hl» Expedition Flauii 


Havana, Aug. 5—In an Interview Gen- 


eral Jimenez stated that two of the men 
connected with the asassination of 
President Heureaux, of Santo Domin- 
go, were confidential agents of his. They 
were also in the good graces of Heur- 
eaux, who had deputedthem to assassin- 
ate Jimenez. They informed Jimene-s' 
friends of the plot, and a counter-plot 
wap successfully organized by them for 
the assassination of Heureaux. Ths 
New York Herald correspondent says 
Jimenez displayed a cipher cablegram 
which he received from an agent in 
Santo Domingo this morning, which 
reads as follows: 


"Revolution commences today in Da- 


jabon and La Vega. Send definite an- 
swer when you will arrive. Must b3 i.s 
early as possible. 


(Signed) 
FEANCO." 


Jimenez has replied: 
"Be there by last of month with 


party. Delay so as to avoid bloodshed. 
Think present government will retire 
before then." 


Jimenez declared that he had 30,003 


stand of arms in Cuba ready to be u»ed. 
and a party of Americans in thfr United 
States are prepared to sail at once. 
When asked if he did not think the 
United States would stop Ms expedition 
he smiled and said: 


"Has the United States enough vessels 


to guard the entire coast of Cuba and 
the Isle of Pines that can be spared? 
Never fear, we will have no trouble in 
sailing, and we will sail soon." 


His plan is to land a party of _Ameri- 


cans on the coast with a quantity of 
arms and ammunition, and ^hen pro- 
claim himself president. 
He expe 'ts 


that the people will flock to his stand- 
ard. 


A* Viewed In Washington 


Washington, Aug. 6.—Administration 


officials here are not disposed to take the 
Havana interview with Jiminez seri- 
ously. He will be watched, however, and 
if he undertakes to organize an expedi- 
tion or violate in any way the laws of 
.neutrality he will find the United States 
government in his way. If he under- 
,takes to leave the United States*he will 
be dealt with under the neutrality and 
navigation laws of- the country, just 
as were the expeditions which were de- 
tected in their efforts to reach Cuba 
.during the insurrection ^n that island. 
If he undertakes to go from Cuba he will 
be taken in hand1 by the military au- 
thorities. A dispatch from Havana on 
the subject says: 


General Jirninez, when his attention 


was called to a cable summary of an al- 
leged declaration made by him here re- 
cently, and published In the ITnited 
-States, to the effect 'that he was about 
to proceed to the United States to 'or- 
ganize an expedition against the ex- 
isting government of San Domingo, re- 
plied that he had not made the state- 
ment attributed to him; that it was 
quite unnecessary for him to proclaim 
himself hostile to the present govern- 
ment, as it could not possibly last be- 
yond the 15th of this month. 


"I did hear;," he continued, "that 


Heureaux was sending men to Cuba to 
kill me, but I knew nothing whatever 
regarding the plot to kill him. 
I had 


no connection and have no connection 
with Ramon Caceras, who did the shoot- 
ing. 


"I dojiot believe that the United 


States will interfere with my govern- 
ment in^San Domingo, which will be a 
government peaceful and helpful to all; 
for the United States did not Interfere 
with the government of Heudeaux, who 
robbed and murdered for 14 years." 


General Jiminez admits that he has 


often been to the United States in- 
cognito, but says he has not had in- 
terviews with official persons. 
He con- 


siders that there is no need of promoting 
expeditions to land in San Domingo, as 
already there are a thousand men wait- 
ing for him, a force which he deems 
quite sufficient for his purposes. 


Beferring to the future relations of 


San Domingo with the United States, he 
expressed a desire to be on friendly 
terms with Washington, and said he 
believed he could call upon American 
sympathy. 
Gomez he referred to as 


"esteemed by all classes of Dominicans, 
but not sought for as president." 


The people of San Domingo, he de- 


clared, are impetuous and are urging 
him to come to them at once, but, for 
a time, he prefers delay, as "each day is 
worth a battle won." 


In conclusion, he said: 
"For two 


years I have been working against 
President Heureaux. 
I have worked 


among foreign powers. 
I have landed 


filibustering expeditions, and at last 
my plans ar# successful. 
The people 


do not want Piguereo; they want me, 
and they shall have me."

Next In Command to the Sultan. 
Climate of Sain. 
The New York Times' Fbilippine cor- 


respondent, on board the United States 
steamship Helena, off Bakoor, in Ma- 
nila bay, writing under date of June 
10 about the flag raising at Sulu, says: 


On the morning of May 16 our or- 


ders came to prepare to get to sea that 
night, and we had to hustle. We coal- 
ed ship, took in water, took in oil, 
started fires in the boilers, secured 
things for sea and got out at 7 p. m. 
That night and the next day we were 
steaming along Mindora Island and 
just at dusk were at the north end of 
Panay island, where Hollo Is. We went 
first to Zamboanga, on the Island of 
Mindanao, and then to Jolo, or Sulu, 
on the island of Sulu, in the Sulu arch- 
ipelago, where a detachment of the 
Twenty-third infantry had been sent 
to relieve the Spanish garrison there. 
We passed Mindanao, tbe island the 
Mohammedans are on, and reached 
Zamboanga, the capital of Mindanao, 
on May 19. 


In tbe evening we ran into Zam- 


boanga. You can't imagine such a con- 
dition as exists there. 
About 1,000 


Spanish soldiers have been gathered 
there from the little islands around, 
and recently have been really fighting 
for their lives. The town is a small 
village, and at present there are no 
whites in it except the Spanish, and 
they have sent away all of their goods 
and chattels. They live In the village 
and close to 'It. In the dense cocoanut 
groves that surround it the natives 
have gathered. These natives are said 
to be armed with a few rifles and with 
guns and ammunition from the gun- 
boats we bought. These gunboats were 
gathered here by a Spanish agent, who 
bought them for us, and it is said this 
agent let our enemies have the rapid 
firing guns, ammunition and provisions 
from them. 


At Zamboanga we found the Castine. 


She has been gunning all about the 
islands, capturing steamers and trad- 
ing vessels, and is now here watching 
the town for developments. 
In the 


harbor was a large Spanish transport, 
sent to gather in the Spanish soldiers 
to repatriate them, and when we were 
there they were trying to figure out 
some scheme by which these soldiers 
could be safely withdrawn. The Span- 
ish oflicers feared that should they be- 
gin to evacuate the town, the natives 
would mass and rush the last few 
hundreds and massacre them. At 4 
o'clock this ship left Zamboanga for 
Sulu, and we anchored in the midst of 
a lot of islands.^waiting until 2 in the 
morning, when we could get up anchor 
and go ahead. 
.; ', i 


On May 20 I witnessed *the final 


scene of our war with Spain, at the 
town of Sulu, Sulu island, Sulu archi- 
pelago; the hauling down of the Span- 
ish flag, in that faroft corner of our 
new territory,- and the -hoisting of the 
United States flag; the marching out of 
the Spanish garrison, und the march- 
iug in of ours. To go back to the time 
of our anchorage, on the shoal in the 
Sulu, 25 miles from Zamboanga; the 


xt morning we were in sight of no 


end of pretty- little green islands with 
\\-hite coral beaches, and near to us 
was Sulu, a perfect little gem, appar- 
ently in quite a high state of cultiva- 
tion. By 10 o'clock we were in sight 
of the town, and by 11 had anchored 
close oft the mole and close to the 
Spanish transport Leon XIII, which 
had come in the night before with 800 
of our Twenty-tfcird infantry to relieve 
the Spanish garrison there, and to take 
the latter back to Manila and Spain. 
From the ship the town and country 
were beautiful. 


Soon after we had anchored, a Span- 


ish army officer came aboard, and later 
one of ojy army oflicers. 
The latter 


told us that tbe ceremony of transfer- 
ring would take place at 1 o'clock, and 
when the <japtain invited the oflicers to 
go with him to see it, I donned my 
cleanest white suit and my sword and 
went along. The sum total of the ter- 
ritory to be surrendered to us was 
about one-eighth the size of the Naval 
academy ground proper at Annapolis- 
just about the size of the parade 
ground, say. 


Surrounding it was a loopholed stone 


wall, rather low and thin, more like a 
garden wall than anything else. On 
the wall were watchtowers, and a 
short distance outside the walls were 
blockhouses. The town itself is a gem, 
as I said before. Its streets are broad 
and covered with clean white sand; 
trees line the sidewalks; flowers of 
brilliant color grow everywhere, and 
enough space ia taken from the limited 
area to make two pretty flower 
squares;- on many trees are the most 
luxuriant orchids growing!' ,The main 
body of-the inhabitants were Spanish 
troops (now American troops); the rest 
were Chinese. No "Moros" (the Span- 
ish name for tbe Mohammedan inhab- 
itants of these islands) and permitted 
Inside the walls after 6 in the evening. 
All told, I should say there are less 
than 2,000 inhabitants,-counting in the 
soldiers. Among th's. crowd there were 
a good many "Mores'," but.they belong 
to a totally different race from the 
"Tagalos" (tbe natives of Luzon), have 
different and more savage features 
and dress like the savages they are, 
using the most brilliant colors, without 
regard to their matching qualities. 
They are far behind the Filipinos 
around Manila In knowledge of the 
world and approach the purely savage 
state very closely. 
• • 
* 


\\ e rouua at i 'o'clock that the cere- 


mony of transfer was deferred until fi 
o'clock in the .evening, 'So we came 
back to the ship for luncheon. Be- 
tween that and 4 o'cldck^I loafed about 
the ship, watching some Moro bum- 
boatmen sell their fruits and beautiful 
naii. One of the men wan as, sharp as 
tacks and knew how :to coax tbe Mexi- 
can dollars from the Jackie's pocket by 
prices that seemed small, but were ta 
reality an advance of some hundreds 
of per cent over what he couM get 
ashore.

Our troops formed with their band at 


one end of the town, the Spaniards 
with bugles at the other. At 5 our 
troops marched to the Spanish head- 
quarters and formed along the street, 
a continuation of the Spanish line. As 
our band played the Spanish national 
air the Spanish troops saluted, with 
the Spanish flag at the masthead. Then 
immediately our troops and the Span- 
lards presented arms, while the Ameri- 
can flag was run up, our band playing 
"The Star Spangled "Banner" and the 
Helena firing a 21 gun salute. As soon 
as this was done the 
Spaniards 


marched the length of our troops, 
while we presented arms, and then 
both bodies marched to their quarters 
again. When the ceremony was fin- 
ished, we came back to dinner. Among 
the crowd watching the function were 
some Moros—a feudal chief and a num- 
ber of his retainers. Queer chaps they 
all 
were in their thin, skin tight 


trousers, gayly colored turbans, shirt- 
less bodies covered with thin Eton 
jackets, embroidered or plain. Each 
one carried a sharp native bolo stuck 
through hjs sash in a wooden scabbard, 
and some of them carried old Reming- 
ton rifles. 


The presence of the sultan there at 


that time, or the. cause of it, rather, 
is the key o{ the 'present situation. He 
went down'Ho see-'just where he and 
his kind are to stand in the new ad- 
ministration, and his future course 
defends upon the assurance he re- 
ceived. As far as I can understand it- 
arid 'the Spanish general does not seem 
very clear on the subject—from time 
Immemorial the Sulu archipelago has 
been ruled by th* sultan independently 
of any foreign power—has been inde- 
pendent,-.in fact. Each year the Span- 
ish government has paid a fixed sum 
to this sultanate,- and subjects of Great 
Britain and Germany have been doing 
the 
same. 
'Practically these three 


powers have been paying for privileges 
allowed them. 


The privilege allowed the Spaniards 


was that of living at Sulu; they never 
had collected a cent of taxes of tribute. 
•The rights which the Spaniards ceded 
us in the Sulu group were not rights 
at all, as they had none to cede, and 
unless the sultanate agrees to give us 
certain privileges, such as he may 
wish, we can claim nothing without in- 
terfering with the independence of a 
people who have been Independent for 
centuries, under a government they 
have established and held intact the 
whole time. 


On the 20th the Leon XIII got away 


and took all the inhabitants of Sulu 
with it—the last representatives of a 
misrule of 300 years. Our captain vis- 
ited the "dato," or native chief of Sulu, 
the most important man next to the 
sultan, and the dato, with his suit 
of seven or eight men, returned the 


«.oit witnm a snon time, inviting the 
captain to visit him again and bring 
a number of his officers. The dato Is 
a man of about 30, lighter as to hla 
Complexion than the common herd, 
and slight and graceful, but rather 
"loungy" and catlike in his movements. 
His teeth are black and worn away 
from chewing betel nut and lime; other- 
wise he is fairly good looking. On his 
visit to the ship he was bareheaded 
and barefooted and was dressed in a 
skin tight pair of khaki trousers, a 
bright sash and an Eton jacket of 
khaki, with bright embroidery on it. 


On the following Monday evening I 


went ashore to see the parade and hear 
the music. Ttiere I saw a second na- 
tive prince, with his retinue, forming 
an odd combination of color in their 
dress. I am glad so many are coming 
In, for all are impressed with what 
they see. We left Tuesday for Zam- 
boanga and Iloilo and got here at Ma- 
nila on June 10, just in time to have 
our hand in the skirmish, where our 
army drove the insurgents beyond Par- 
anaque and Las Pinas. The trip was 
not an unpleasant one. I will say for 
Suln that it is the pleasantest place I 
have found in the east, as far as har- 
bor and climate are concerned. Little 
Islands are dotted all about, and heavy 
storms and seas must be a rarity, oth- 
erwise these native villages would be 
washed away with every wind that 
came, and by this time the builders 
would have become discouraged and 
would have built on the land. 


The temperature in the wardroom 


was about 85 degrees all day, but it 
did not seem hot and muggy, was more 
like Manila bay in the pleasant winter 
months, though one would not think it 
could be so at 6 degrees of latitude 
from the equator. Our men otx shore 
there will thrive, and it will make a 
good place to send scrips and troops 
when they need relaxation from the 
enervating climate of Luzon and the 
other islands.

FRUIT MELANGE. 


A combination of different fruits which 


J call as above has several names, but 
no matter what it is called, should 
have a place in every household, as it is 
a most delicious, as well as economical, 
preparation. It is easily made, requires 
no cooking, and will keep for years if 
properly prepared. 
^ 


In some sections you should have be- 


gun earlier to make your melange, but 
it is not yet too late to secure desirable 
results. You may begin, if you desire, 
with strawberries at the first of the 
season, and each successive kind of 
fruit as it appears in the market, but 
be careful in every case to use only nice, 
choice fruit. For a receptacle I use a 
three-gallon stone jar, and if you have 
not an old one that is perfectly sweet, 
I suggest you get a new one. 


Assuming that you start the melange 


with strawberries, you should for that 
sized jar stem and clean two pounds of 
sound fruit, the fresher the better. Add 
to it an equal weight of best granulated 
sugar and place the mixture in the jar 
as a basis for your structure. 


To prevent fermentation, cover the 


fruit with a pint of pure alcohol,in which 
has been dissolved two drachms of sali- 
cylic acid. This amount of spirit will be 
sufficient for the entire quantity of fruit 
used. 


Cover your jar with a. cloth, tying it 


up securely and set away in the cellar or 
some other cool place, stirring for three 
or four mornings thoroughly with a 
wooden spoon until the sugar is all dis- 
solved, being careful not to mash the 
fruit TtiorR than is absolutely necessary. 


The next fruit in its seasor should be 


added in the same way, always with 
its weight of sugar and the stirring- 
for several mornings after the fruit is 
placed in the jar not forgotten. 


If cherries are used, they should firsts 


be pitted. Apricots and peaches should 
be pared, stoned and quartered, while 
pears should be pared, quartered and 
cored. Grapes, with the possible excep- 
tion of Malagas, should be avoided, as 
they are too full of seeds to be desir- 
able. Raspberries give a delightful 
flavor, and three pints could be user* m 
your jar without detiiment. Most va- 
rieties of plums may also be put in to 
good advantage, but in all cases remove 
the stones. 


The addition of seeded oranges and of 


lemon peel, citron, etc., I have found of 
no value, and would not advise, if the 
jar can be filled with otner fresh fruits. 


If your fruit is especially sweet by rea- 


son of the combination, you can lessen 
the amount of sugar added with the last 
fruits used, but never put in less sugar 
•than half the weight of the fruit. 


After the jar Is filled, let it stand fOT# 


several weeks, when, if you desire, you 
can remove it to smaller glass jars, 
sealing, but in no cage heating, the me- 
lange. 


If you take the mixture out of the 


larger jar you will probably have a 
surplus of juice, whicn, if canned by 
itself, makes a most pleasing pudding 
sauce or a delicious addition to lemon- 
ade. It is a fruit syrup par excellence. 


If you find the recipe too late for the 


present season, put it carefully away 
for use next year. When once you try 
it, you will never be without Fruit Me- 
lange.

PEAR JELLY. 


Select juicy pears which are not too 


ripe, quarter, core and cut into small 
pieces without paring. Put into a ket- 
tle with one pint of water to every four 
pounds of pears. Cook over a slow fire 
to a pulp, turn into a jelly-ba.g which has 
been wrung out in boiling water, and 
let drip without sqeezing. Measure the 
juice and allow the same quantity of 
sugar. Put the liquid over the fire, bring 
to the boiling poirit, and boil 20 min- 
utes. In the meantime heat the sugar 
by spreading it out in pans and setting 
it in an open oven; when the pear juice 
has boiled 20 minutes, add the heated 
sugar, stir until dissolved, bring again to 
the boiling point, and boil until on drop- 
ping a spoonful into a cold saucer a skin 
forms quickly over it; it usually takes 
from five to 10 minutes. Take from the 
fire and pour into 'jelly glasses. Let 
stand until cold, pour over the top of 
each glass a little melted paraffine, and 
when it hardens cover with paper pasted 
over all.

Soak three-quarters of a poun<J of 


dates in three cupfuls of cold water for 
"three hours. Drain off the water and 
strain through a cloth, add a cupful and 
a half of sugar, cook a minute, add the 
dates, stoned and "cu£ In two, to the 
syrup, and cook until tender. Soak half 
a bos of gelatine in a little cold water 
for 20 minutes, then pour into the syrup 
and cooked dates. When all is dissolved 
pour into a mould wet with cold water, 
and set aside to harden. 
Serve with 


whipped cicam or cream and sugar. This 
should be made the day before it is 
needed. 


PINE APPLE PIE. 


Grate a good-sized pine ' apple, an 


equal weight of sugar, half as much let- 
tuce, one cupful of cream, beat the but- 
ter to a cream, add the sugar and yolks 
of five egss, keep on beating until very 
light, then add the. cream, the pine- 
apple and the whites of the eggs beat- 
en to a stiff froth. Bake with an under 
crust only. Servo cold. 


PORK STEALS, BROILE'D. 


Trim, season and vpjl them in melted 


butter and Dread-crumbs: broil them 
over a moderate fire until thoroughly 
done. Make a saucf of five tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar and half a teacupful of 
stock; , let it boil,, and thicken with a 
little flour. Strain, then add pepper and 
some pickles chopped, 


RAGOUT. 


Take ptecos of mutton, veal, beef.'or 


rabbit, cut i«*o any size or shape de- 
sired, heat a tablespoonful of drippings 
or lard in a sauce pan, and when hot, 
fry the meat until almost done. Take 
out the meat, and add a teaspoonful of 
flour, brown it, add a liule lukewarm, 
water, mix it well, and then add a quart 
of boiling water; season with salt and 
cayenne pepper, and the meatt three or 
four onions, six or seven potatoes, par- 
tialy boiled before being put into the 
ragout; cover closely, and stew until 
the vegetables are done. Take out the 
meat and vegetables and skin on* all 
the fat from the gravy, season more, if 
necessary, pour over the ragout and 
serve. 


FRENCH ROLLS. 


Mix and sift together one quart of 


flour, a teaspoonful of salt, two heap- 
ing teaspoonfuls of baking powder, ad63 
gradually but quickly a second pint of ' 
water, turn the dough out on a floured 
board, dredge with flour on top, roll out 
a quarter of an inch thick, and cut into 
rounds with a biscuit cutter; put a 
piece of butter the size of a walnutin the 
center of each, and fold in much the 
shape of an omelet; brush with a little 
egg over the top of each, and bake on 
a hot greased tin in a quick oven. 


• BOILED SALMON. 


A piece of six pounds should be 


rubbed with salt, tied carefully in a. 
cloth and boiled slowly for three-quar- 
ters of an hour. It should be eaten with 
egg or caper sauce. If any remains 
after dinner, it may be placed in a deep 
dish, a little salt sprinkled over, and a 
teacup of boiling vinegar poured upon It. 
Cover it closely, and it will make a nice 
breakfast dish. 


HOW TO BOIL GREEN CORN. 


Take off the outside leaves and the 


silk, letting the innermost leavei remain j 
on until after the corn is boiled, which ' 
renders the corn much sweeter. Boll for 
half an hour in plenty of water, drain,, 
remove the remaining leaves and serve. 


SPICED CURRANTS. 


Three pounds white sugar, five pounds 


ripe currants, one tablespoonful each / 
cinnamon, nutmeg, cloves and allspice. 
• 


Boil currants one hour, then add sug-ar, ' 
spices, and one-half pint vinegar, and 
boil one-half hour longer.

The 
number is appalling, especially if you 
have ever "moved," and know what it 
is to pack all your belongings into a 
truck wagon, and then unpack what is 
left of them at some other point for the 
purpose of establishing a new home. 
The poll tax list made up by the as- 
sessors furnishes some Interesting fig- 
ures to show the extent of the moving 
habit. There are recorded this year 
pretty nearly 1500 poll tax payers who 
have, since last year, changed their ad- 
dress. This includes those who'have 
moved into the city from other places 
and in some cases more than one in the 
same family. But the proportion is 
large of those who at the head of a 
family have transferred themselves and 
possessions from one house to. another. 
And in the directory for this year are 
recorded 2167 "changes in. location," 
most of which mejan persons who have 
moved inside the city limits during the 
year. This number i« larger than that 
of the poll tax list because it includes 
all who have employment, women as 
well as men. But call it, at a low es- 
timate, 1000 families that have moved 
from one house to another during the 
year. No wonder there are truckmen 
who smile and furniture repairers who 
laugh' aloud. - But think of the wasted 
energy.

her lacins; rig, and put in shape for 
her All<uitic passage. HOT racing rig, 


which, it seems, has been increased 
since newa of Columbia's speed has 
reached the other side, will be shipped 
here by steamer, and the yacht is to 
sail across the Atlantic under a ketch 
rig, much the same as that carried by 
Valkyrie III, irhen she came over in 
1805. 


If she s^i'.s, say on 'August 5, it will 


be fair to suppose that she will be 
sighted of Sandy Hook some time be- 
tween! August 20 and 25, allowing for 
head winds- and calms likely to be en- 
countered en the passage .Allowing 
five days to ship her racing rig, she 
would be all ready for a trial spin at 
about the same time that Columbia 
and Defender have their official trial 
races off Sandy Hook during the first 
week in September. Haying all the 
month of September In which to "tune 
up" their yachts, Skipper Hogarth and 
Wringe should have her In the finest 
racing fettle by October 3, when the 
first race with Columbia is to be sailed. 


"While it is evident that Shamrock's 


hull below the water-line does not dif- 
fer materially from that of Columbia 
there are a number of features about 
her that will be noticeable to the public 
eye when she reaches these waters. 
She is painted a brilliant green, and 
she is said to have the largest head 
sails of any 90-footer ever seen, the 
base of the forward triangle ,from the 
end of the bowsprit to the forward 
side of the mast, being 82 feet. This 
should give her an enormous fore- 
staysail. All the yacht's main halyards 
—the ropes by which the sails are 
hoisted—lead below deck, where there 
is seven feet head room, and where the 
crew, of some 40 men, will be able to 
hoist the sails unhampered and with- 
out being seen. The crew will wear 
green and yellow jerseys and caps. 


According to the latest reports, 


Shamrock's principal dimensions are: 
130 feet over all, about 89.90 feet water 
line, 25 feet eight inches beam, and 20 
feet draught. Her 'overhang forward is 
19 feet and aft 21 feet. The mast is 
stepped 30 feet from the forward end of 
the water line. It is made of steel 
three-eighths of an inch thick, and it 
is 106 feet long. 78 feet from deck to 
hounds, and 23 inches in diameter. The 
bowsprit measures 33 feet outboard; 
the gaff is 68 feet and the spinnaker 
pole 85 feet in length. 


Judging from her performance in her 


match race against Britannia on July 
18, the Shamrock is a speedy boat on 
all points of sailing, but she hasi done 
nothing1 yet to show that she isi a 
match for even Defender. 
Columbia, 


after he-r races oil the Sound with. De- 
fender went back to Bristol to have her 
sails recut, and to ship her new steel 
mast, which, it is understood, will 
lighten her aloft by a ton or more. The 
stability of a «teel spar has been amply 
proven by the one carried by Defender 
in all the races to date. With this sav- 
ing of weight, more perfectly fiting 
sails, and better handling of them by 
the crew, due to continued drilling, Co- 
lumbia should cross the finish line with 
a still wider margin of time in. her 
favor than has yet been shown. 


Columbia's latest match with De- 


fender was sailed after all with the 
wooden mast. The breaking of a link, 
however, in Defender's main sheet 
bridle spoiled the race. Their informal 
sail, the next day, July 22, simply in- 
creased the confidence in Columbia. 
After this she was taken out of the 
water at the Herreshoffs' yard and 
cleaned. Her steel mast was stepped in 
time for her to meet Defender on July 
29, when they were to race for cups 
offered by the Newport Yachting As- 
sociation. 


That was a phenomenal performance 


of the schooners Sachem and Katrina 
in the ocean race of the Atlantic Yacht 
club the other day, when, after travel- 
ing one hundred and thirty-eight miles, 
including an all-night sail off shore, 
they finished only one second apart. 


Lachmont's "Race> week," furnished 


some excellent events, especially in the 
schooner classes; where Amorita and 
Quissetta fought it out over their 
courses in a spirit of true sport. Com- 
modore Postley's Colonia also covered 
herself with glory by defeating the 
others.—Com.

Of 
the purpose of - his people the author 
says:

"Will Nicholas II. listen to the voice 


of the Finnish people, .or will he con- 
tinue to give his ears to his Russian 
advisers? The latter is, unfortunately, 
to be apprehended. The constitutional 
conflict will then be continued. For 
the Finns are known not only for their 
patriotism and 'obedience to the law, 
but also to be one of the most per- 
severing nations in the world. Their 
institutions and wealth may be de- 
stroyed, but Russianized the Finns will 
never be. Their nation forms an in- 
dividuality of its own, having its dis- 
tinct historical mlss'lon. To the world 
at large, 
this struggle between tho 


Russian giant and little Finland, the 
extreme outpost of culture in the North 
•will- be a,:M>ectactevo£ the;, greatest in- 


terest. On which Bide the sympathy of 
the world lies, of that Finland has al- 
ready received the most eloquent tes- 
timonials."

THEBIGFAN 


To Clear Tunnel of Smoke 


Will be Started Up 


Tuesday 


CLEAR TUNNEL EVERY 20 MINUTES 


Some of the Problems That are to be 


Met, Especially in Winter. Whether 


Ice at Portals Will be Preven- 


ted and Doors Kept Open 


It is now expected that the huge 


ventilating fan at the top of the central 
shaft in the Hoosac tunnel will be start 
ed for the first time next Tuesday. As 
reported yesterday, the friction clutch 
pulley, which has delayed the work, 
has been completed, and this will be in 
place tonight. As the electrical con- 
nections have been completed for some 
time, the apparatus will be all ready 
to start. 
F. H. Patton, general electrician of 


the Fitchbm-g road, is expected Tues- 
day, and on his arrival the fan will be 
started. He will remain at the cen- 
tral shaft for some time, watching the 
action of the apparatus. 
While of 


course the practical working of the 
fan is largely experimental, it is hoped 
that it can be run steadily from the 
time it is first started. As nearly as 
can be done, every condition to be met 
has been studied out, but there are 
many peculiarities to be considered, 
which can be studied only when the 
fan is in operation. Many oii these will 
be. met only during the cold weather 
of winter, and the experimental stage 
of the fan's operation cannot be said 
to have passed until its action in cold 
weather has been fully tested. 


There are many features 
of 
the 


work that are entirely new to tunnel 
construction, and the results will be 
watched with intense interest by en- 
gineers all over the world, as well as by 
travelers who are interested in any 
mitigation of the unpleasant features 
of going through the tunnel. 


The power for the fan will be fur- 


nished by the North Adams electric 
light company, and will be a current 
from a 1100 volt, two face, alternating 
generator. A pair of step-up trans- 
formers will raise the current to 3000 
volts, which will be carried over four 
weather 
proof 
wires to. the central 


shaft by way of the western portal a 
distance of seven miles. The current 
on reaching the 125 horse power motor 
which it will operate will be of 2700 
volts. 
A ten horse power induction 


motor will start the big motor, and 
when this is running full speed the 
flriction clutch will be thrown in to 
pick up the huge fan. 


The fan itself is an enormous piece of 


mechanism, 18 feet in diameter, and is 
of unique construction in thrt its arms 
always revolve in the same direction 
no matter whether the current of air 
is being forced dov,-n or drawn up. This 
is accomplished with a set of small 
doors and a hood. 


The capacity of. the fan is so gauged 


by the cubic capacity of the central 
shaft and the tunnel proper that all the 
air can be completely changed every 
20 minutes. This first statement seems 
to imply thrt the problem is a simple 
one, but there are many complications. 
The different temperature of air in the 
tunnel and at the top must be consid- 
ered, and the passage of trains will be 
an unknown disturbing element, as well 
as the doors at the western portal, 
which during the winter, are now kept 
closed. 


During the summer the fan will draw 


air up the. shaft, and a strong draft 
will be formed at each portal, which 
will entirely renovate the air every 20 
minutes, removing all the somke. There 
will come a question, however, when 
two trains happen to pass in the tunnel, 
filling up about three quarters of its 
passage. 


In the winter it is planned to force 


air down into the tunnel. Tn passing 
through the tunnel this air will be 
warmed somewhat, and it is hoped that 
it will prevent the formation of anchor 
ice at the portals, which is now a great 
source of trouble. At the western por- 
tal a fire has to be kept, and at the 
eastern portal a man has to break off 
the ice as it forms. 


If the fan succeeds in forcing- "air 


down and out, the doorways will be dis- 
pensed with, and a. great saving effect- 
ed. But if the condtions of the temper- 
ature and pressure are such that this 
is not effective, the doors at the west- 
ern portal will still have to be kept 
closed, and the air drawn up as in sum- 
mer. This will result in still greater 
formation of ice, and-make more trouble 
than before. And if the doors at one 
end have to be closed there is a great 
question as to whether that arm of the 
tunnel will be freed from smoke by the 
passage of air up from the other arm. 


If the fa.n is successful, it is possible 


that the tunnel will again be lighted, as 
was formerly done. The lighting was 
discontinued largely on account of the 
smoke, which made it useless, but the 
trip through the tunnel was much more 
striking with the long row of lights 
stretching out behind the train.

TWISTS AND WRIGGLES 


Of an Amusing Nature 


Carranza Letter Case 


m 


Washington, Aug. 5.—The secret ser- 


vice men here find endless amusement 
in the accounts given in the Canadian 
newspapers of the wriggles and twists 
made by the people concerned tn the 
trial of George F. Bell at Montreal. The 
news that the presiding Judge has taken 
the matter under consideration and will 
not announce nis decision till next week 
does not surprise anyone who has fol- 
loived the trial, because a more involved 
mass of evidence was probably never 
laid before a magistrate to straighten 
out, and if he had asked six weeks in- 
stead of one it would have seemed equal- 
ly reasonable. 


It v»ill be recalled that Bell suddenly 


loomed into prominence on July 8 by the 
publication in a newspaper of a sworn 
statement prepared by him voluntarily 
and without even the incentive of pay, 
describing in detail the way. in which 
he had stolen a letter written by Lieu- 
tenant Carranza of the Spanisl^navy, 
apparently proving the lieutenant to be 
the head of a spy system for keeping 
Spain informed of occurrences in the 
United States during the war. It was on 
the strength of this letter that the 
Canadian government expelled Carranza 
and his'companion, D\i Bosc, from the 
soil of the Dominion on the ground of 
abusing the hospitality of a 
neutral 


power. Carranza affected to be very 
angry at such .treatment and promptly 
filed a claim agaVist Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
for damages; and upon the settlement of 
this matter the result of the Belr trial 
will have an Important 'bearing. 


The first comedy element in the affair 


is found in the fact that Bell retained as 
his counsel H. C. St. Pierre, Q. C., who 
Is also counsel for Carranza. St. Pierre, 
at a meeting of the bar some time ago, 
made an address, in which, referring fco 
the subtler ethics of his profession, he 
asserted the opinion that no lawyer 
could honorably defend an accused per- 
son of whose guilt he was himself con- 
vinced. On JSly 11 St. Pierre expressed 
in an interview his belief that Bell stole 
the incriminating letter from Carranza, 
and stated at some length the reasons 
for this faith. How' he reconciles him- 
self in Bell's guilt with his professional 
defense of Bell against the charge of 
stealing the letter, he has not taken the 
trouble to explain. 


The next amusing feature in the case 


is the fact that if Bell is acquitted of 
theft by proving that he perjured him- 
self in the statement he made under oath 
for newspaper publication, the claim 
of his fellow client, Carranza, suffers a 
severe blow. Shrewd men may say that 
it was a clever stroke for St. -Pierre to 
hedge himself against defeat in any 
event by holding simultaneous retainers 
from two clients whose interests are 
such that if one fails the other m*y suc- 
ceed and vice versa. This makes him 
reasonably sure of winning one case 
anyway. 
* 


Bell's original sworn statement stands 


or fails by one test. If, as he now pleads 
in order to defend himself against'pun- 
ishment for theft, he lied under oath in 
his newspaper account, the situation is 
left precisely as it wag before this pub- 
lication; that is, the secret service has 
on its files what purports to be the 
original letter written by Carranza, on 
the strength of which Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote advised the Canadian government 
to expel the chief of thd Spanish spy sys- 
tem. 
On that letter the Canadian gov- 


ernment will rest its case in refusing 
Carranza's claim for indemnification. 
His only hope then will be the produc- 
tion of convincing proof that the letter 
was a forgery and the witness upon 
whom the whofe 'brunt of proof would 
have fallen will have b'een by his own 
admission, proved unworthy of belief. 


Still another comedy element enters 


into the case from the fact that the de- 
scription by Carranza of the man who 
entered' and who was believed to have 
carried away his letter tallies not with 
the appearance of Redfern, the Boston 
operative of the United States secret 
service, who, the authorities here insist; 
procured the letter. 


The conclusion of the whole matter, 


summed up here, is that Carranza's au- 
thorship of the incriminating letter and 
his later efforts to crawl from under the 
effect of it, is about on a par for silliness 
with his now historic challenge of Cap- 
tain SigsbeQ, and" General Lee to mortal 
combat, and* proves him to be the very 
model of a mediaeval cavalier; and that 
Bell's blatent claim of credit for the 
theft, followed by a cowardly attempt to 
escape the consequences of his confes- 
sion, constitute a fine testimonial or 
recommendation on which to continue 
his career as a detective.

BUSINESS 
SITUATION. 


Financial Firmness Gives Additional Evidence 


of the Expansion In Trade. 


New York, Aug. 5.—Bradstreet's says: 


All signs indicate the maintenance of 
general trade and industry in an un- 
precedented midsummer1 volume. Spe- 
cially indicative of this are the con- 
tinued very heavy bank clearings' re- 
turns, largely increased railroad earn- 
ings, reflecting a traffic in grain and 
merchandise generally far in excess of( 
•. year ago; reports of activity in nu-: 
merous lines of manufacturing in- 
dustry, notably In all branches of iron 
and" steel and kindred lines, woolen 
goods, boots and shoes and cotton goods 
and advices from leading markets of a 
satisfactory opening of the regular fall 
demand, with heavy shipments of goods 
on orders. 
The firmness oT money at 


many centers is itself an 
additional 


evidence of the expansion in trade now 
in progress. 


With the exception of food products, 


the price situation is generally one of 
maintained strength, advances being 
most numerous in the line of manufac- 
tured goods or in raw materials for 
manufacturing industry. 
Cereals are 


all lower on the week, reflecting the gen- 
erally favorable crop outlook, and also 
some indifference as regards foreign 
buying of wheat, though export demand 
for corn has been apparently stimulated 
by recent price reactions. 


All classes of iron and steel are either 


flrmly held or tending upward, notable 
in this respect being all grades of pig 
iron, steel rails, structural material and 
bar iron and steel. 
Other metals are 


rather quieter, and tin shows some re- 
action from the high prices reached 
last week. 


Wool is still moving upward In sym- 


pathy with improved demand for ,the 
manufactured article, but buying is 


more closely confined to manufactures, 
speculative dealing being apparently 
less noticeable. 


Activity in building is reflected in 


very firm prices for lumber at the east, 
while at the west further advances, par- 
ticularly in white pine, are noted. 


Cotton is steady, pending further de- 


velopments in the crop situation. 


The boot ajad shoe trade continues in 


good shape, tmd hides are slightly high- 
er on the week, with the finished prod- 
uct firm. 


The anthracite coal trade appears to 


be well under control, and recent ad- 
vances are reported maintained. 


Western and northwestern trade ad- 


vices tell of expanding fall trade. 


Fall trade is opening well at the past, 


i Boston reports wool firm, and slight 
I existing differences between buyers and 
j sellers. 


Contrary to the usual customs, wheat 


supplies in this country and Canada In- 
creased during July to a trifling extent, 
it is true, but still nearly sufficient to 
offset the slight falling off shown In 
European supplies.

of Hawaii Is an Oligarchy. 


Inhabitants Enow Nothing 


Whatever of Their Fate. 


Confidence That America Will Act Honorably 


[In Forming a Government. 


Washington, Aug. 5.—The Post to- 


day prints an interview with Liliuoka- 
lani, ex-queen of Jhe Hawaiian islands, 
who is residing here. The former queen 
receives many letter from home, and 
says what the people need there is some 
bead to the government. 
She adds: 


"Reports to the contrary notwith- 


standing, the islands are in a state ot 
practical anarchy. 
We (I say we, be- 


cause I count myself one of my people), 
have no laws but those which have 
obtained for many years and a few 
which have been foisted upon us by the 
Hawaiian republic. 


"There is no such thing as real jus- 


tice. 
The native has not the same 


standing when he goes to law with the 
white man, and even some of the for- 
eigners find that they cannot obtain 
their dues. 
Laws are administered In 


a careless fashion. The government is 
an oligarchy, instead 
of a republic. 


Caprice dictates the administration of 
affairs. 
I speak with no bitternpss 


whatever. 
I ain merely endeavoring 


to give a correct picture of the condi- 
tions. 
The inhabitants of the Islands 


know nothing whatever of their fate, or 
what sort of government will be placed 
over them."t, 


Liliuokalanl 
expresses every con- 


fidence in the honorable Intentions of 
America, and hopes when a decision is 
made as to a form of government for 
the islands that the officials will be 
appointed from this country. 


When asked as to he? claim for con- 


liscation of the crown lands, her ma- 
jesty was somewhat reticent. 


"I believe that my claims are just," 


she said simply. 
"I think that they will 


be respected. 
When the papers were 


filed no definite amount was stated, but 
the revenue resulting from the lands 
three years ago was about $150,000 a 
year. 
Since that time the lands have 


Increased in value. 
I have heard that 


their annual income is now approxi- 
mately $1,000,000, but I know nothing 
about that.

William Waldorf Astor. 


WHY HE LEFT HIS NATIVE LAUD, 


Legend Related In Newport Con- 


oernliii; HI* Deaertloo — Incident 
Connected AVltU the Dedication of 
Hl« Office BalldiuK In London—Sto- 
ry of HIM Devotion to Prlncemm Vic- 
toria. 
Society folks at Newport have long 


had a legend as to why William Wal- 
dorf Astor of New York, who recently 
became a British subject, so suddenly 
and so absolutely deserted his own 
country, says the Cleveland Leader. 
The Astors were not of English birth— 
in fact, the founder of the Astors cama 
from the little town of Waldorf, Ger- 
many, and nothing English had ever 
affiliated itself with the family. Why 
then should Mr. Astor shake the dust 
of an honorable century in his own 
country from his feet and transplant 
himself in an entirely different soil? 
Newporters say that this was all on 
account of "the woman in the case." 


Mrs. Waldorf Astor was a Miss Paul, 


one of the proudest women as to fami- 
ly that ever lived. In manner, in bear- 
fcig and in speech she was fit to be & 
reigning queen; but, alas, she had no 
ruling aspirations. She was content to 
grace society without ruling it. Mr. 
Astor, being of a dictatorial nature, 
cljd not like this putting aside by so- 
ciety of his wife and strongly resented 
It. He wanted her to dictate, and it 
was gall and wormwood to him, New- 
porters said, when invitations were re- 
ceived about which ire had not been 
previously consulted. He wanted her 
to know when and where great balls 
were to be given; he wanted her to 
have charge of the laying out of the 
cotillons; her taste was to be consult- 
ed as to the flower decorations In 
everybody's dining room, and, in short, 
it was to be "Mrs. William Waldorf 
Aslor here and Mrs. William Waldorf 
Astor there." But at this Mrs. Astor 
laughed and was content to occupy a 
more humble position In the social 
whirl. 


One day Mr. Astor chanced to pass 


the postoffice and heard the name of 
Mrs. 
Astor spoken. 
He stopped his 


carriage and alighted and asked if 
there was mail for Mrs. Astor. The 
postmaster replied that there were 
many letters for Mrs. Astor, but that 
he had been directed by Mrs. William 
Astor to preserve all such letters for 
her. Mrs. William Astor is the wife 
of another branch. "She is Mrs. Aster, 
I believe," added he. 


"Not at all," said Mr. Astor wrath- 


fully. "Mrs. William Waldorf Astor is 
Mrs. Astor." 
At this Mrs. William 


Astor drove up. Turning to the post- 
master, she said, "I am the head of the 
house of Astor, and all letters directed 
to Mrs. Astor come to me." For a few 
days William Waldorf Astor fought 
the p&int, and then, seeing that his 
wife was too gentle to combat with the 
more aggressive William Astor, he 
gave up and withdrew. A short time 
afterward the family sailed for Eu- 
rope. 


Once In London Mr. Astor began to 


feel the power of money. One thou- 
sand dollars in London seemed to go as 
far as §1,000,000 in New York. 
If 


money talked in America, It absolutely 
shouted in England. 
He could do 


anything and everything. He bought 
a magazine; he bought a newspaper; 
he constructed a magnificent 
office 


building, and he constructed anything 
and everything he wanted. The money 
which came from "the other side" was 
more than ample to do everything in 
England. 
The Britishers, instead of 


scoffing at him, sympathized with his 
aims and ambitions, and he became 
one of them Immediately. 


A story is told of the dedication of a 


great structure which showed that all 
was not money for Mr. Astor. On the 
day on which his great office was com- 
pleted Mr. Astor gave a banquet In the 
building to some of the lords and 
ladies. A very distinguished company 
was present. After the banquet Mr. 
Astor took his guests for a round of 
the building and showed them with 
pride the handsome points of the 
structure. A great staircase especially 
engaged him. 


"Now," said he to the Duchess of 


Cleveland, "isn't that handsome?" 


"Yes," said the duchess, "it certainly 


Is." 


"Isn't it handsomer than any other 


staircase you ever saw?" persisted Mr. 
Astor. 


"Yes," said the duchess, "I admire it 


Immensely. It is ever so much finer 
than our old staircase at Battle Abbey, 
which has been spoiled these two or 
three hundred years by the spurs of 
those stupid old knights!" Mr. Astor 
seemed suddenly j^Fsee a point, and 
Do more was said. 


It was to William Waldorf Astor 


that the English gardener made tho 
famous reply about raising n l.v.vn. 
Mr. Aslor envied this great, grui-n vel- 
vet sheet which spread out around the 
country place. "How do you raise a 
garden like that?" he asked of the 
gardcnor of the Duke of Westminster. 
"You 
plant your seed, and then let it 


lay 100 years, sir," replied the gar- 
dener. There was no intent at Offense, 
and Mr. Astor took none. 


Some time ago Mr. Astor was looking 


toward royalty. He had his eyes upon 
the Princess Victoria, daughter of the 
Prince of Wales, and, if stories can 
be believed, he and the princess had 
as pretty a tiff as ever graced the love 
history of a woman. From the* same 
source comes the story that Mr. Astor, 
being frequently a guest at Saudring- 
harn, was privileged to drive the 
princess out in the dog cart with only 
the chapcronage of two footmen in the

Ice That Will Not Melt.

dealer in ice, celebrated the hottest 
day of the year the other day by film? 
applications for letters patent cover- 
ing a most timely discovery. He has, 
after three years' experimenting, found 
a preparation which will keep ice from 
melting and make it almost as stable 
an article as rock. He exhibits three 
blocks of ice coated with the prepara- 
tion which have been subjected to the 
rays of the sun for three months and 
are still as large as they were origi- 
nally. 


The coating, according to the St. 


Louis Post-Dispatch, Is a liquid which 
looks like water. It has no odor, has 
practically no taste and examinations 
show that it contains no ingredients 
which would be injurious if taken in- 
wardly. When it is put over the ice, 
It can hardly be noticed. It dries and 
defies the action of the sun. Sevan 
has been a student of the subject for 
several years. He has found two or 
three solutions which would probably 
do the work, but they have been objec- 
tionable because they contained some 
highly odorous or poisonous ingredl.

Ea«y Flight — American Soldier* 
Well Honied Even on tbe Firing 
Line—Memorial Day Obn«rv«d. 
Henry Salathlel, who Is a member of 


Company G, Twentieth Kansas, writ- 
Ing to hJs parents in Independence, 
Kan., gives some Interesting facts in 
regard to the Philippine campaign, 
says the Chicago Times-Herald. Ho 
says: 


"We do not stay In the trenches at 


San Fernando like, we did at Caloocan. 
We are in a house here, and a pretty 
good one at that. Most of tiue boys 
have beds on the floor, while others 
have made swinging beds out of old 
bamboo doors from houses. The city 
is guarded by a line of outposts about 
one and a half miles from town. All 
the guards go out by company, and If 
any trouble begins the word Is quickly 
brought In and more forces are hur- 
ried out to the line. 


"The insurgents' trenches are of all 


description and depth—no limit to tho 
depth. 
First they dig a ditch about 


five feet wide and three feet deep and 
throw the dirt from It up In front to 
form a high protection. 
Sometimes 


this bank of loose dirt Is prevented 
from falling back into the ditch by 
means of a tightly woven bamboo 
fence. 
Sometimes another fence or 


netting Is used on the front side to 
make the dirt stick up higher. The 
dirt Is shoveled in between the two, 
leveled off on top and patted down 
good and level for shooting over. They 
are generally built In a 
horseshoe 


shape, with deep 'getaways' at the 
ends, through which they can run 
when the enemy gets too much for 
them. 
This 'getaway' is something 


that is never left off. 


"At the Bagbag river and Calurapit 


they had deep ditches dug, with about 
eight feet of dirt in front and roofed 
over with railroad rails, leaving noth- 
ing but small notches in the top of 
the bank to shoot through. On the 
noth side of the track at Calumpit 
they had a double line. The back one 
consisted of a very high bank provid- 
ed with portholes, through which we 
had to shoot if we expected to hit any 
oiie. The front and lower line consist- | 
ed of si deep ditch and the dirt from 
it thrown into triangular pens, built 
up with old railroad ties. This gave j 
good protection to men in the ditch j 
and also furnished a wide range of j 
vision. 
' 


"Since I wrote you'last we have had 


two fights, one at Bacalore and one at 
our outpost. At Bacalore we made a 
sneak on the enemy and got near the 
end of a long natural trench, which 
was an old, dried up irrigating ditch. 
We cut them off from their 'getaway' 
and almost had them foul. After two 
companies got over in the trench we 
started straight down it and shot at 
the Filipinos as they ran out. We 
killed 75 and wounded and captured 
a large number. We must have hit 
lots more of them, as we poured vol- 
ley after volley into them as they re- 
treated into the swamps. 


"They had planned to capture San 


Fernando, as we found out by papers 
captured at Bacalore. Some of their 
forces had been sent around to attack 
the Kansas outposts on the other side, 
which they did the next day. We were 
all called out and were not long in 
driving them away. At Bacalore one 
Kansas boy was killed and seven 
wounded. In the latter fight only two 
were wounded. We expect to go back 
to Manila in a few days to our old 
quarters, where we will take up guard 
duty until the sailing of the trans- 
ports. 


"the other day a crowd of us went 


out to Battery Knoll, the place where 
nearly all the dead have been buried. 
The day before was DecoratiSn day, 
and all the graves were still decorated 
with flowers and flags. Here I found 
all of Company G's dead except Cap- 
tain Elliott, whose body was sent 
home. On the grave of Lieutenant Mc- 
Tagaart was a wreath of immortelles 
sent rrom San Francisco by Mrs. Bark- 
ley of the Red Cross society, who Is a 
Kansas woman and has done so mnch 
for the Kansas boys, in whom she takes 
an especial interest. It was a sad 
place. 
I ara perfectly satisfied with 


the glory we have won, and re-enlist- 
ing with the regulars is the last thing 
I would think of doing. 


"The volunteers are being relieved 


gradually, and the city of Manila is 
full of regulars. They all have new 
kaaki suits on, and they look so neat 
and clean that a rusty old volunteer 
who has been out on the firing line 
for four months feels kind of dowdy In 
a crowd of them. I hear a negro regi- 
ment is hilled for the Philippines. They 
"-ill be a great curiosity here to the na- 
tives. The Negritos here are Ethio- 
pians, but they are not as tall as the 
Tagalas. The big army mules were 
great curiosities here when they first 
came in. It is said that the Seven- 
teenth United States Infantry will re- 
lieve the Kansas boys at San Fer- 
nado. 


"Two of the Kansas boys found 


$3,500 in Spanish gold coin recently 
while digging an Intrenchment. They 
realized n good tiling by their luck.

The change of this worm in thw i 


water to an ephemere which flies is so^ 
sudden that one has not the time to sea , 
it. If one takes the worm in the water, 
the hand cannot be taken away before 
the change is made unless by pressing 
the worm slightly in the region of the"., 
chest. By this means it can be takes' 
from the water before the change take* 
place. 


The ephemere, after leaving th* 


water, seeks a place where it can divestf- 
itself of a fine membrane or veil, which 
entirely covers it. This second changrf 
takes place in the air. 


The ephemere assists itself with tha 


point of its little nails as firmly as 16 
can. It makes a movement similar to 
that of a shiver, then the skin on th» 
middle of the hack breaks apart, tha 
wings slip out of their sheath, as we 
sometimes take off our gloves by turn- 
ing them inside out. After this strip- 
ping the ephemere begins to fly. Some- 
times it holds itself straight up on the 
surface of the water on the end of its tail, 
flapping its wings one against the 
other. It takes no nourishment in the 
five or six hours which are the limit of 
its life. It seems to have been framed 
but to multiply, for it does not leave 
its state of a worm nntil it is ready to 
deposit its eggs, and it dies as soou as 
they are deposited. 


In three days' time one sees appear 


and die all species of ephemeras. They 
last sometimes until the fifth day, for 
the reason that some malady has affect- 
ed some of them and prevents them from 
changing at the same time as the 
others.—Exchange.

The GreylocX Bridge

The same report has been made 
on several of the bridges before, and it 
is evident that it will not be many 
years before the city will have to pro- 
vide new bridges in several places. 


Mr. Temple and Mayor Cady have 


visited the Greylock, bi idges to see what 
can be done in the way of answering 
the request of the residents of Greylor-k 
and Blackinton that the old covered 
bridge be put in shape, and 
will go 


again next week to make a final de- 
cision. The open bridge at this end of 
the village of Greylook, which now 
bears a "danger" sign, will be replank- 
ed with the other bridges, and the 
trusses will be strengthened. 


For the covered bridge, 
which is 


closed to traffic, no decision has been 
reached. It is possible that the cover 
will be taken off. and that the bridge 
will be made an open one with latticed 
sides, and opened to foot passengers. 
The removing of the roof and conse- 
quent making of a lighter passage way 
will tend to prevent the nuisances that 
are now committed there, and which 
have made it unfit even for pedestrians.

CLEANING UP SOME PEST HOLES 


Board of Health and Tenements That 


are in Unfit Condition 


The board of health is at the present 


time doing some pretty active work in 
the way of insisting on the cleaning up 
of some of the places in the city that 
have for a long time been in wretched 
condition. The case of neglect of chil- 
dren which was recently reported in 
the Transcript occurred in one of the 
worst places in the city which the 
board is attending to. Many tenements 
that are hardly fit for habitation are 
receiving the attention of the board, 
and will have to be put in decent shape 
or closed. In some instances owners 
have been notified several times in 
regard to some of the changes that 
were needed, but have not compiled, 
and the board is planning to take more 
decided action than has ever been done 
before 


Many owners of tenements are ex- 


ceedingly slow in complying with the 
orders of the board about making con- 
nections with the sewer, and the need 
is felt of a law that will allow the 
board to have connections made and 
the cost charged to the estate where its 
orders are thus neglected Such a law 
•already exists for those cities that 
make sewer assessments, and it' is not 
improbable that an act to cover cities 
like this with the same rule will be 
presented to the legislature next year.

Why it is Hard to Get Weavers 


The following from the Textile World 


will be of local interest, in view of the 
difficulty of securing weavers for extra 
woi k here, as reported in this paper yes_ 
terday: 


"One of our correspondents comments 


on a fact which is becoming more and 
more patent to manufacturers, that is, 
the seeming scarcity of mill labor, of 
weavers, loom fixers, and of general 
mill help. This is the natural result 
of the depression through which the in- 
dustry has passed, a depression which 
meant idle mills and short employ- 
ment for help. Many of the help drifted 
into other employment, and now, when 
the looms are busy and there is a de- 
mand for labor, there is a scarcity of it. 
Whether or no this labor will drift back 
to the mill cannot be said, but it is im- 
probable. This question of labor is one 
which is likely to impress itself most 
strongly upon manufacturers as time 
goes on, for there is a promisei of a 
greater draft upon, the capacity of the 
mills."
